I have  the  honour  to  submit  for  ^mur  information  and  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  services  of  the  United  District  for  the  year 
1946. 

The  report  is  compiled  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
IMinistry  of  Health  and  shows  that  the  General  health  of  the  population 
has  been  maintained  at  a satisfactory  level.  The  birth-rate  in  the  United 
District  during  1946  was  21.5  per  1000  of  the  population.  This  was  higher 
than  that  recorded  for  the  previous  year  (18.2). 

The  death  rate  of  12.0  per  1000  was  higher  than  that  for  England  and 
Wales  (11.5). 

The  infant  mortality  rate  of  34.9  per  1000  live  births  was  lower  than 
that  for  1945  (36.3)  and  much  lower  than  that  recorded  for  England  and 
Wales  (43). 

With  the  exception  of  measles  (27  cases)  there  was  a low  incidence  in 
zymotic  infections  during  the  year  and  only  three  cases  of  diphtheria  were 
notilied  as  against  nine  in  the  preceding  year. 

The  year  saw  the  launching  of  the  post-war  Housing  programmes. 
Unfortunately  owing  to  shortage  of  labour  and  certain  essential  materials, 
notably  timber  and  cement,  the  rate  of  construction  was,  in  common  with 
the  rest  of  the  country,  retarded. 

Once  again  I should  like  to  record  my  sense  of  gratitude  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Joint  Committee,  Mr.  C.  R.  Evans  for  his  help  in  compiling  this 
report,  and  to  Miss  Eawrence  and  the  Sanitar}^  Inspectors  for  their  assist- 
ance in  collating  the  material  embodied  in  it.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 
Hospitals. 

(1)  Isolation  Hospitals. — The  Eastry  Isolation  Hospital  was  re-opened 
in  June,  1940,  for  the  reception  of  infections  cases  from  the  Boroughs  of 
Sandwich,  Deal  and  Dover,  and  the  United  District.  It  was  closed  on 
December  31st,  1946,  and  in  future  cases  from  the  Eastry  Rural  District 
will  be  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Haine — those  occurring  in  the 
Dover  Rural  District  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Hospital. 

(2)  General. — There  are  no  General  Hospitals  in  the  District.  During 
the  war  the  Royal  Victoria  Hospital,  Dover,  was  evacuated  to  Waldershare 
Park,  which  is  situated  on  the  border  between  Dover  Rural  District  and 
Eastry  Rural  District,  but  returned  to  Dover  on  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 
Cases  from  the  different  areas  requiring  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Kent 
and  Canterbury  Hospital,  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Deal,  IMargate  and  Rams- 
gate General  Hospitals,  and  the  Dover  Hospital. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  Infectious  Cases. — The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Eastry  has  its  own 
ambulance.  Deal  and  Dover  also  possess  an  ambulance  for  transporting 
this  class  of  case. 

(b)  Non-Infectious  Cases. — There  is  no  ambulance  in  the  District  for 
conveyance  of  non-infectious  cases,  but  ambulances  for  this  purpose  can  be 
obtained  on  hire  from  the  neighbouring  towns. 

The  three  collieries  in  the  District  have  their  own  ambulances. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Clinical  material  for  examination  is  submitted  to  the  County 
Laboratory,  Maidstone,  as  are  samples  of  milk,  water,  sewage,  etc. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

No  special  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Authorities  for  this 
in  the  District.  Health  Visitors  employed  by  the  County  visit  in  the 
District,  as  also  do  the  Queen’s  Nurses. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  County  Authorities  arrange  for  maternity  and  child  welfare  work, 
the  treatment  of  school  children,  and  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Tubercu- 
losis and  Venereal  Disease.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICED  IN  THE  AREA. 
Eastry  Isolation  Hospital. 

On  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  this  Hospital  was  re- 
opened in  June,  1940,  as  a temporary  war-time  measure  in  consequence  of 
the  closure  of  the  Isolation  Hospitals  at  Haine  and  Dover — for  the 
reception  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  from  the  United  District  and  those 
neighbouring  coastal  towns  vulnerable  to  enemy  attacks  viz;  Boroughs  of 
Sandwich,  Deal  and  Dover.

Towards  the  end  of  1946  the  Thanet  Joint  Hospital  Board  intimated 
that  it  proposed  re-opening  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Haine  on  the  1st 
January,  1947.  Acting  on  this  information  the  Eastry  Rural  District 
Council  decided  to  close  their  Isolation  Hospital  at  the  end  of  the  year  and 
approved  a draft  agreement  with  the  Joint  Board  whereby  cases  of  infec- 
tious illness  occurring  in  the  Rural  District  would  be  admitted  to  the 
Board’s  Hospital  at  Haine.

The  progress  of  the  Department’s  work  towards  a peace-time  basis  has, 
of  necessity,  been  slow,  and  there  are  not  many  items  that  call  for  special 
comment. 

Housing. 

The  Council  has  commenced  its  first  post-war  housing  programme — 
50  houses  divided  among  the  four  principal  villages  of  Ash,  Eastry, 
Minster  and  Wingham. 

Not  a very  large  number  of  those  who  made  a home  in  the  district 
during  the  war  have  as  yet  been  able  to  secure  accommodation  again  in  the 
Coast  Towns,  and  there  is  still  some  resultant  overcrowding. 

The  shortages  of  building  material  and  labour  and  the  high  cost  of 
repair  work  still  make  it  impossible  to  press  for  house  repairs  other  than 
those  absolutely  essential  to  enable  a house  to  continue  in  occupation. 

Sewerage. 

Schemes  for  the  sewerage  of  Eastry  and  Wingham  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Ministry,  together  with  a proposed  extension  of  the  Ash  sewers 

The  completion  of  these  Schemes  would  be  a big  step  forward  and  all 
the  principal  villages  of  the  rural  district  would  then  have  all  the  public 
services. 

Scavenging. 

On  31st  March  the  District  Council  had  to  take  over  by  direct  labour 
the  pail-closet  emptying  in  the  remaining  parishes  previously  held  by 
contract.  This  is  to  some  extent  an  advantage,  but  it  has  meant  that  the 
time  available  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  has  been  somewhat  reduced. 
However.,  it  has  so  far  been  possible  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  two 
parishes  (Eastry  and  Wingham)  in  which  the  Council  has  undertaken  the 
responsibility  for  cesspool  emptying.  Another  emptier  has  been  placed  on 
order. 

It  was  with  relief  that  we  took  delivery  of  a new  Refuse  Collection 
vehicle  to  replace  the  Council’s  oldest  vehicle  which  was  beginning  to 
show  very  obvious  signs  of  its  age. 

Generally. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  no  major  breakdowns  in  the  public 
Services  administered  by  the  Department.

Staff  for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  various  Parishes  in  the  Rural  District  are  well  supplied  with  water 
from  the  public  mains. 

No.  of  premises  connected  to  main  supplies,  5,558  (95%). 

No.  of  premises  not  connected  to  main  supplies,  300. 

During  the  year  eleven  samples  of  well  water  were  sent  to  the  County 
Laboratory  for  chemical  examination,  and  the  reports  showed  two  of  them 
to  be  unfit  for  drinking. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  four  main  sewerage  schemes  in  operation  in  the  district: 
(1)  Aylesham,  (2)  Ash,  (3)  Elvington,  (4)  Minster. 

Smaller  systems  are  in  operation  for  (a)  Snowdown,  (b)  Bfetteshanger 
Colliery  Village,  (c)  Sandwich  Bay.  Premises  in  Goodnestone  are  con- 
nected to  the  trunk  sewer  between  Aylesham  and  Wingham. 

The  Sewerage  disposal  plants  at  Wingham,  Minster  and  Elvington 
are  working  satisfactorily.  Approximately  1,870  premises  are  connected  to 
the  drainage  systems,  and  1,665  to  cesspools.  In  addition  there  are  2,283 
pail  closets  and  40  earth  closets. 

The  Scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  Eastry  was  submitted  to  the  County 
Council  for  their  observation  in  accordance  with  the  Rural  Water  Supplies 
and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  and  approved  in  principle.  The  Scheme  was  then 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  from  whom  an  intimation  was  received 
that  a Local  Enquiry  would  be  arranged  in  connection  therewith,  but 
enquiring  in  the  first  place  whether  the  Council  could  acquire  the  site  for 
the  disposal  works  by  agreement.  The  matter  of  the  site  had  not  been 
determined  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Scheme  for  Wingham  and  the  New  Street  area  of  Ash  was  also 
submitted  to  the  County  Council  for  observations  and  approved  in  principle 
and  instructions  were  given  to  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  the 
necessary  report  and  documents  for  transmission  to  the  Ministry. 

The  Council  decided  to  prepare  a scheme  for  the  sewerage  of  Worth, 
and  instructions  were  given  to  the  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  the 
necessary  plans  and  estimate.  The  Council  also  decided  to  provide  main 
drainage  for  the  properties  along  the  Deal-Dover  main  road  in  the  Parish 
of  Ripple,  and  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Town  Council  to  receive 
the  sewage  into  the  Deal  Sewerage  System.  The  Borough  Surveyor  was 
instructed  to  obtain  tenders  for  the  work. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  Council  undertakes  the  collection  and  removal  of  domestic  refuse. 
The  method  of  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  at  Poison  Cross,  near 
Eastry.  The  emptying  of  cesspools,  and  contents  of  pails  is  now  carried 
out  under  direct  labour,  a modern  mechanical  vehicle  being  employed 
for  this  important  section  of  the  work.  The  work  is  carried  out  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.

We  have  no  known  method  of  estimating  the  number  of  mice  killed 
in  a poisoning  operation. 

Three  hundred  and  eighty-five  inspections  were  carried  out  where 
there  was  a record  of  infestation. 

In  October,  1946,  the  Council  adopted  the  Ministry  of  Food  Special 
Dwelling-house  Scheme,  1946/47,  Focal  Authority  Circular  N.S.  No.  12. 
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Under  this  scheme  a house-to-house  survey  was  commenced  within 
the  Eastry  R.D.  area.  At  the  end  of  1946  the  Parishes  of  St.  Nicholas-at- 
Wade,  Sarre  and  Worth  had  been  surveyed,  and  altogether  103  infestations 
— 9 major,  19  minor,  and  75  small — were  located.  The  scheme  provides 
for  a free  service  to  the  private  householder,  and  we  received  much  useful 
co-operation  from  them  wdiich  resulted  in  several  areas  being  successfully 
cleared.  A great  deal  of  useful  information  has  been  obtained  from  this 
survey,  and  we  now  know  the  location  of  the  main  sources  of  trouble 
throughout  the  district.

In  the  year  under  review  one  major  change  from  established  practice 
was  made  as  from  the  1st  April,  when  the  refuse  collection,  cespool  empty- 
ing and  pail  closet  emptying  services  were  changed  over  to  direct  labour 
instead  of  being  done  by  contract.  Some  difficulties  were  met  with  until 
the  new  system  settled  dowm,  but  the  most  serious  of  these  was  the  sudden 
increase  in  the  number  of  cesspools  to  be  emptied.  From  approximately 
fifty  cesspools  per  year  in  previous  years  the  number  of  applications  rose 
to  almost  seven  hundred  in  the  present  year,  and  put  enormous  strain  on 
this  service.  To  ease  this  some  of  the  work  had  to  be  put  out  to  contract 

as  before. 

The  new  housing  programme  did  not  develop  as  rapidly  as  was 
expected  during  the  year,  chiefly  due  to  the  national  shoitage  of  building 
materials  and  labour.  Under  the  Council’s  contracts  twenty-four  tenders 
were  approved  by  the  end  of  December,  and  sixteen  houses  were  under 
construction,  and  of  eighteen  licences  issued  foi  private  building  nine 
houses  were  under  construction  and  two  completed.  In  addition,  appioxi- 
mately  eleven  Nissen  huts  w’ere  converted  by  the  Council  for  temporary 

housing  accommodation. 

During  the  year  the  bulk  of  war  damage  repairs  were  completed  and 
essential  repairs  to  other  properties  were  carried  out  under  Licence,  but 
these  were  always  governed  by  the  materials  and  labour  available. 

The  routine  work  in  general  can  best  be  seen  by  peiusal  of  the  Annual 
Report,  and  in  conclusion  I would  like  to  thank  my  Staff  for  their  co- 
operation and  help.

Water. 

Some  84%  of  the  houses  in  the  Rural  District  are  well  supplied  with 
water  from  the  public  mains.  Two  small  areas  at  Alkham  and  Capel  are 
under  consideration  for  a mains  supply.  There  is  no  Plumbo  solvency. 

Samples  taken  from  the  public  water  supply  and  submitted  to  the 
County  Laboratory  for  examination  showed  the  supply  to  be  good  water. 

During  the  year  a further  twenty-eight  houses  were  connected  to  the 
main  water  supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

There  are  no  sewerage  schemes  in  operation  in  the  area.  Sewage  is 
disposed  of  by  means  of  cesspools,  privies  and  pail  closets.

Supply  of  Serum. 

Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  is  provided  by  the  Council  free  of  charge,  and 
supplied  to  Medical  Practitioners  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
District,  in  accordance  with  the  Diphtheria  Anti-Toxin  (Outside  London) 
Order,  1910. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

A scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  children  against  Diphtheria  was 
adopted  towards  the  end  of  1939,  and  came  into  force  at  the.  end  of  1940.

Verminous  Persons.

Disinfection. 

The  Rural  District  Council  does  not  possess  a disinfecting  plant,  but 
all  infected  bedding  and  clothing  is  sent  to  the  Dover  Isolation  Plospital 
for  disinfection,  and  during  the  year  4 batches  of  clothing  were  dealt  with 
in  this  manner.

Scabies. 

Under  arrangement  with  the  Dover  Town  Council  cases  of  scabies  are 
sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  Two  cases  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year.
